Th a few more days the 10-place figures will be­ 
gin to drape themselves 
through 
Washington news 
again 
President Roosevelts budget message will be 
festooned with barrels of them. 
Sometimes these bililonitis attacks seem remote, 
as though they were happening to some other gov­ 
ernment. It s tough to understand the size of money 
matters once they get beyond hundreds of dollars. 
But when its big sums and deficits are simmered 
down, the national government’s seen to be cursed by 
the same weakness as its 
citizens. 
It 
persists 
In 
looking always on the bright side of expenditures. 
A study of the six New Deal budgets by Editorial 
Research report* shows 
that 
estimates of receipts 
trave been close to the mark, 
except 
for the unex­ 
pected slump of 1937. 
Expenditures, 
however, have 
been higher than estimated, except for the first year 
before the spending program stalled to roll, 
The New Deal has .spent 
from 
IO to 37 percent 
more than it planned to spend every year, except the 
first one. 
Estimates of the net deficit, always optim­ 
istic in the budget message, have been as much as 500 
percent too low in a single year. It still isn t politic­ 
ally fashionable to be brutally frank in the January 
budget message about July prospects. 
To some extent this can be blamed on the admin­ 
istration. The rest can be blamed on congress, which 
has knuckled under to pressure groups. 
All of it can 
be blamed on something all 
Americans 
who try to 
live on budgets know about, particularly at this time 
of the year—the tendency to spend a little extra here 
and a little extra there arid trust that something will 
turn up to take care of the deficit.

were developed. I hope the same 
thing will happen to this group of 
virus diseases. 
Treatment for Neurises 
Second, I hope that some sort of 
a labor-saving treatment will be 
perfected for the neuroses — lh** 
hypochondriacs, the neurasthenics 
and the 
hysterics. 
Our 
present 
treatment is laborious, wasteful aud 
not very .successful. I have little 
hope of the accomplishment of thin, 
but 
considering 
the 
enormous 


1 amount of economic and human 
waste that occurs in this lefid, it 
is certainly much to be desired. 
I still want an 
instrument to 
measure the amount of pain as a 
thermometer measure:-! the amount 
1 fem ;, a 
subject which I men­ 
tioned several weeks ago. 
An anaesthetic for surgical and 
obstetrical cases, which will be 109 
per cent safe. IOO per cent efficient 
and IOO per cent pleasant to tako, 
is a dream that may become a 
reality at any moment. 
It is difficult to think 
of 
any­ 
thing that the surgeon needs. All 
we can hope for is that by the 
use oi chemical and physical treat­ 
ments, his field will become nar­ 
rower and narrower. 
Pest-War Epidemics 
A grim reality that we must face 
! this year is the possibility of post­ 
war epidemics. Not only was the 
world apparently ripe for another 
war in 1939. it is almost ripe for 
another influenza 
epidemic. 
The 
major epidemics have been from 
25 to 40 years apart, and just as 
we have a whole new popu’ation 
that has never been immunized to 
influenza. 
The assembling of great masses 
of men under conditions in which 
sanitation is difficult, 
and 
the 
movement of great numbers across 
wide areas of country, and where 
they come in contact 
with 
new 
populations, invariably 
mean 
the 
spread of disease. 
We are told by Dr. J. II. D Web­ 
ster. of Edinburgh, with the same 
finality that an 
astronomer 
pre­ 
dicts the return of a comet or an 
eclipse, that a major epidemic of 
influenza will probably strike the 
world in February. 1941.
